Travelling Allowance Rules. 





1. For the purpose of calculating mileage 
‘allowance a journey between two places is 
held to have been performed by the shortest 
of two or more practicable routes or by the 
cheapest of such routes as may be equally 
short. ; 


2, The shortest route is.that by which the 
traveller can most speedily” reach his desti- 
nation by the ordinary modes of travelling. 
Tn case of doubt, the Chief Manager may 
decide which shall be regarded as the 
shortest of two or more routes. 


%, Ifa Raj servant travels by a route which 
is not the shortest, but is cheaper than the 


shortest, his mileage allowance shall be cal- 
culated on the route actually used, 


For journey by railway. 


4, Raj servants are entitled to class accom- 


modation according to the following scale:—° 


(a) A Raj servant of the first grade, 
The highest class by whatever name it may 
be called, provided on the railway by which 
he travels. 


(b) A Raj servant of the second grade- 


Second class or, if no such accommodation ° 


is provided on any of the trains which stop 
at the requisite stations, highest class. 


Cc) A Raj servant of the third grade- 
Intermediate class, or, if no such accommoda~ 
tion is provided on any of the trains which 
stop at the requisite stations, — ‘ 


(i) Where there are two classes only, 
lower class, aud 


(ii) Where there are three classes, 
second class if his pay is not less than Ks, 
50/~ or third class if it is less than Rs. 50/-

The lowest class, by.whatever name it may 
he called, provided on the railway by which

5. The Chief Manager may, for special 
reasons, which should be recorded, declare 
any particular Raj servant or class of Raj 
servants to be entitled to accommodation 
of a higher class than that prescribed for his 
grade in clause (6), (c), or (d) of the fore- 
going rule, 


6. The mileage allowance admissible to a 
Raj servant of the first, second or third 
grade is double the fare of the class in which 
he is entitled to accommodation, provided 
that where any such Kaj servant makes a 
journey by rail to and fro between two 
stations in the same calendar day, only one 
fare anda half may be drawn, provided 
further that when a Raj servant performs 
a double journey by rail, extending over 
more than a single day, on payment of a 
return fare at a concession rate, le may 
draw mileage allowance for the double 
journey not exceeding the cost of the return 
ticket plus two single fares. ‘The mileage 
allowance admissible to a Raj servant of the 
fourth grade is a single fare of the lowest 
class. 


7. Every Raj servant of the first three grades,’ 

when claiming mileage allowance as fora 
journey by rail, shall furnish on his 
travelling allowance bill a certificate in the 
following form:—

Proviso—Persons travelling with His 
Highness on tour will not be required to 
furnish any such certificate. 


8, If the fare actually paid is the fare 

of a class lower than that in which the Raj 

* servant is entitled to accommodation, the 

mileage allowance will be calculated on the 
fare of such lower class, 


9. he mileage allowance admissible to a 
Raj servant of the first, second, or third 
grade is double the fare of the class in which 
he is entitled to accommodation. The mileage 
allowance admissible to a Raj servant of 


the fourth grade is a single fare of the lowest 
class. 


10. In eases where the Steamer Company 
has two rates of fare, one inclusive and one 
exclusive of diet, the word ‘fare’ in this rule 
means fare exclusive of diet,

11, For journeys by road, mileage allowance 
is caloulated at the following rates for each 
mile travelled;— 


A Raj servant of the first grade -8 annas, 
A Raj servant of the second grade- 4 annas. 
A Raj servant of the third grade — 2 annas, 
A Raj servant of the fourth grade-1 anna, 


12. When a Raj servant travels at far distant 
” places which has fixed rates other than the 
above, he draws mileage allowance at the 

rates fixed for his grade. 


Daily Allowance. 


13, Dajly allowance may not be drawn for a 
continuous halt of more than 10 days at any 
one place ; provided that the Chief Manager 

¥ may grant general or individual exemptions 


from the operation of this rule, on such ° 


conditions as he thinks fit, if he is satisfied— 


(a ) that the prolonged halt is necessary in 
the interest of the Raj, and 


(6 ) that it necessitates the maintenance of 
camp equipage or continues after the first 
ten days, to entail appreciable extra expense 
upon the halting Raj servant. 


14. ( List of general exemptions from the ten 
days’ halt rule) . 


(2) All menial servants,( 6 ) All servants 
accompanying His Highness on tour, (¢) 
Clerks and Potedars in charge of remittances.) 


15. Daily allowances are drawn an the follow- 
ing scale: — 


(a) A Raj servant of the first grade - Rs. 5 


(b) A Raj servant of the second grade-As, 4 for 
every Rs. 25 or fraction of Rs. 25 of his 
pay, subject to a maximum of Rs, 3. 


( ¢) A Raj servant of the third grade - As, 
2 for every Rs, 124 or fraction of Rs. 12} of 
his pay, subject to a maximum of Rs, 1-8-0. 


(d) A Raj servant of the fourth grade-As. 3 


16. When a Raj servant travels at far distant 
places which has fixed rates of daily allow- 
ance, he will draw his daily allowance at 
the rate so fixed for his grade in accordance 
with sub-rules. 


17, H.H, The Maharajadhiraj may sanction 
for any Raj servant or class of Raj servants 
a daily allowance higher or lower than is 
prescribed for his grade,

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18, Khargpur Amins in consideration of

19. No haltage and mileage are allowed for 
a journey below six miles from Head-qnarters 
and no haltage more than 10 days in one 
place. But this restriction is not observed 
for distant places like Calcutta etc, No 
haltage is allowed for the days travelled 
by rail, 


20. Those who get horse allowance will not 
get travelling or halting allowance within 
the Circle, but when out of circle jurisdic- 
tion, they are governed by the general rules. 


21. Hajipur Gumasta under Hayaghat 
Circle gets mileage for collection work in 
consideration of the villages in his charge 
being scattered and situated at a great 
distance from his Head-quarters, but gets no 
haltage. : 


22. Khargpur Amlas (not peons ete ) not 
getting horse allowance are given haltage 
at 3/, oths of salary and mileage for moving 
within jungles and hills according to pay and 
subject to 10 days’ restriction. 


23. Ekka is not allowed to Amlas_ for 
attending court at Madhubani, but is allowed 
at Sitamarhi at the rate of 2 annas per 
trip. The Amlasof Rohika willbe allowed 
Ekka hire at annas 8 from circle to Madhu- 
bani station and court instead of mileage. 


24, The Amlas of Alapur will get a minimum 
amount of arnas 8 for journey from 
Narahia to Nirmali and from Sisuar to 
Ghoghardiha station instead of mileage, 


25. Notravelling allowance is allowed to 
any one for joining the first appointment 
unless specially sanctioned. 


26, The Manager of Naredigar Circle getting 
horse allowance will get haltage at 3/, )ths 
of salary at Rampur Bhatkhora. 


27. Peons transferred for no fault of theirs 
will get railway fare, but those transferred 
for any other reason, though to Purneah also, 
will get no hire. 


28, The travelling allowance of any servant 
for a month should not exceed his own pay;

35, The jurisdiction of Tahsildar and Gumasta 
isa Circle in which he is employed, 


36. The Amlas attending nearest Law courts, 
be they within or without jurisdiction will 
get actual conveyance according to their 
grade, 


37. The Managers of circles, Tahsildars and 
Amlas drawing consolidated horse allowance 
will get no travelling allowance within the 


circle jurisdiction nor for attending nearest 


Law courts, 


38. Circle overseers when moving within 
their jurisdiction, will get no travelling of 
any kind; but when they go out of their 
jarisdiction, they are entitled to mileage ;and 
3/,oths of salary as haltage and railway 
fare according to general rules.
